Some comments received during walking tour 

-Existing trees should remain creating interesting pockets in 
the widened sidewalks 

-There is too much street clutter such as redundant poles for 
lighting, MUNI overhead wires and traffic signals 

-More should be done on a pedestrian scale rather than just 
for automobiles like stamping street names into the sidewalk 

-Graffiti and flyer posting is an issue 

-Parking is important! Investigate parking possibilities on 
other streets such as San Jose Avenue and 18 th St. 

-New trees should be planted to promote strong roots to 
withstand windy conditions
